in his public duty if he failed to 
remind you that 
Transport 


Secretary Volpe is attempting to 
push through Congress a plan to 
raid the U.S. Highway Trust 
Fund for money to be diverted to 
mass transit projects in the big 
cities. 


However, 
Washington ob- 


servers don't think much of the 
proposal's chance for passage in 
the current session. Such aid to 
mass transit 
as the federal 


government has produced thus 
far has come 
from 
general 


revenue. It's getting bur- 
densome, the money comes 
hard—so the Transport Depart- 
ment would like to steal a few 
billions from the Highway Trust 
Fund. 


"Steal" is the correct word. 


The extra tax on gasoline you 
pay to the federal government is 
placed in the Highway Trust 
Fund under Congress' solemn 
promise to spend it on highways 
alone, specifically on the In- 
terstate system. 


To take this extra tax for roads 


and divert it to the building of 
subways and suburban rail lines 
serving the metropolitan centers 
would destroy the last shred of 
confidence that the people have 
in their federal government. 


Such diversion has been known 


among the state governments, 
but not with the "federals"— 
certainly never when it meant 
misusing a trust fund. 


Gasoline taxes are already at 


record levels, and if folks in the 
scattered rural sections are to be 
denied maximum benefits so city 
dwellers may get non-road 
projects it will mean the gate is 
closed to further exploration of 
the gasoline tax field by the 
political adventurers who live on 
the Potomac.

of the eight-jet B52s over North 
Vietnam for the first time since 
Nov. 27, 1967, was a show of 
force by President Nixon. 


The U.S. Command gave no 


details of the B52 operations, 
saying in a communique: "In 
response to the Communist in-

Vietnam 


through the demilitarized zone, 
U.S. air and naval operations 
continue south of, in and north 
of the DMZ. These operations 
include naval gunfire, tactical 
aircraft and B52s throughout 
the battlefield area." 


The command said it now 


considers North Vietnam part 
of the battlefield area.

official sources said 


that because overcast skies for 
the third day curtailed raids by 
the smaller fighter-bombers 
over the North, the high-alti- 
tude B52s which fly above the

Inmates Strike 
at Texarkana

was handled, the medical care 
at the prison, transfers, the 
work release program and fur- 
loughs 


Bill Strong, a spokesman for 


the prison, said the inmates 
had asked to meet with mem- 
bers of the news media, but 
their request was denied. He 
said the inmates had been ad-

Prisons prohibits inmates

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


three-judge federal panel has 
ruled as unconstitutional an Ar- 
kansas law requiring a person 
to be a resident of the state for 
a year and of a county for six 
months in order to vote. 


In . issuing the 
ruling, 
the 


court cited a March 21 U.S. Su- 
preme Court decision declaring 
a one-year residency require- 
ment in Tennessee as uncon- 
stitutional. 


The panel, however, did allow 


a provision to stand which re- 
quires that a person live in an 
Arkansas precinct for 30 days 
before being eligible to vote. 


The ruling came in a class 


suit filed earlier this year by 
Mrs. Mary Jane Smith of Little 
Rock. She filed the suit after 
being denied voting privilege;, 
because of her failure to meet 
Arkansas' residency 
require- 


ments. The three-judge 
panel 


held a brief hearing on the suit 
Friday morning. There was no 


estimate at that time of how 
many persons would be affect- 
ed if the law was ruled uncon- 
stitutional. 


The panel said its decision to 


permit the 30 day in-precinct 
requirement to stand was not to 
be considered a ruling on the 
constitutionality of the provi- 
sion. The panel said the section 
would help alleviate 
certain 


election problems 
this year, 


primarily those created by the 
new apportionment plan. The 
panel said the in-precinct provi- 
sion would be in jeopardy after 
this year. 


The panel also pointed out 


that the state has a provision 
requiring a person to register 
20 days prior to the election. 
The panel said the legislature, 
which meets again 
in 1973, 


might want to consider length- 
ening the 20-day deadline in 
view of the elimination of resi- 
dency requirements.

Center's department of obstei- 
rics and gynecology and direc- 
tor of its abortion clinic, said 
there has not been a maternal 
death due to a botched abortion 
or resulting infection in the dis- 
trict since HI70. 


About half of all maternal 


Heaths in the city were due to 
botched iiltortions or result ing 
infections until that year, he 
said.

Dr. William Washington, ex- 


ecutive director of D.C. Gener- 
al Hospital, siiid the number of 
infected cases "has dropped 
markedly."

The germ-warfare treaty was

Its sitiners pledge not to de- 


velop, produce, stockpile or re- 
tain biological or toxin weap- 
ons, and to destroy any such 
stocks or divert them to peace- 
ful purposes within nine months 
after the treaty takes effect.

— Apollo 16's astronauts have 
definite ideas about why man 
should continue to explore the 
moon and why their method is 
superior to Russia's unmanned 
soil collectors. 


John W. Young, Charles M. 


Duke Jr. and Thomas K. Mat- 
tingly II were asked in inter- 
views why astronauts continue 
to go back to the moon and to 
compare the Apollo exploration 
with that of Russia's Luna 16 
and Luna 20, each of which re- 
turned to earth with a few 
ounces of lunar soil. 


"I just say go to the scientific 


community around the world 
and I'll guarantee there's not 
one outside 
of Russia 
who 


would trade his sample of 
Apollo moon material for the 
material brought back by the 
Lunas," Duke declared. 


"It's not that the Lunas were 


not remarkable feats, but they 
have 
returned 
only 
a few 


ounces and we have several 
pounds of carefully selected 
and documented 
rocks," he 


said 
"We have lots of extra 


knowledge based on crew ob- 
servations when they pick up 


samples." 


Young, who will land on the 


moon with Duke, added: 


"In addition to the docu- 


mented rocks collected, each of 
the Apollo crews has emplaced 
a 
science 
station. The in- 


struments in these stations will 
send back 
information for 


years and enable us to learn 
much about the properties of 
the moon. From the study of 
moonquakes, we might learn 
what causes earthquakes. We'll 
learn more about the magnetic 
properties of the moon. 


"You can't find out things 


like that with an unmanned sat- 


ellite that brings back a few 
grams 
of 
lunar 
material," 


Young said. "Ten unmanned 
spacecraft couldn't match what 
one of our Apollo crews does." 


Mattingly said he would oper- 


ate an elaborate array of cam- 
eras and scientific instruments 
while orbiting the moon alone. 


"I'll be able to make obser- 


vations and judgments that no 
unmanned 
satellite 
could 


make," he noted. "On Apollo 
15, for example,
